Tur common and received definition of 
cancers; in moſt authors, is very erroneous. 
Home, in his Principia Medicine, imitating 
others, ſays, Quando ſcirrbus degenerat in tumo- 
rem inequalem, lividam, lancinantem cum vaſis cir- 


cumeirca varicofis, carcinoma vel cancer appellatur. 


To this definition, or a fimilar deſcription, have 
all the ancients and moderns agreed, as may 
be ſeen by conſulting their works. Any expe- 
rienced furgeon or phyſician, who had obſerved 
a number of cancerous affections, would imme- 
diately exclaim, there are many cancer-tending 
ſcirrhous tumors and cancerous ulcers, without 
, Inequality or lividne/s, without ſurrounding vari- 
K cots

cous veſſels; therefore the received definition is 
fallacious. The diſorder is well known by the 
experienced from its appearance, fituation, ma- 
lignant tendency, and, if ulcerated, by its pe- 


culiar fetid ſmell, which cannot be defined, as 


likewiſe by its ſlow corroding effects, not al- 
ways attended with pain, though ſometimes in- 
ſufferable and excruciating : therefore I ſhould 
define a ſcirthous, painful tumor of the lym- 
phatic or glandular ſyſtem, which does hot ſup- 
purate like an abſceſs, but continues long, and 
at laſt degerates into a very feiid, corroding ul- 
cer, deſtroying the tumor itſelf, and ſometimes 
the adjacent parts, to be a cancerous. vlcer ; 
numbers of which are never attended with va- 
ricous veins, unequal ſurfaces, nor a livid color. 


There are three genera of cancerous affec- 
tions of other parts: the firſt, cancer-tending tu- 
bercles, or ſmooth calloſities; the ſecond, ſcir- 
rhous tumors of the glands; and the third, 
corroding cancerous ulcers; the ſperies of 
which, with regard to ſize, extenfion, figure, 
color, or malignity, are numerous, 

Tubercles and cancer-tending callofities appear 
in many parts: in the eyelids, noſe, lobes of 
the ears, cheeks, upper and under lips; on 
the tongue and internal parts of the mouth, 
gums, palate, axilla, genitals; about the rec- 
tum, &c.

Tuberclis are hard ſmall ſwellings riſing ibove 
he ſkin, about the ſize of peaſe, of different 


colors according: as the parts affected are more 
or leſs vaſculat ; from which cauſe they appear 
pale, or approaching to a red or purple color. 

Calloſities are hardnefles of the adeps imme- 
diately under the ſkin, from the coagulation of 
the adeps or coagulable lymph, and have fre- 
quently ſmooth equal ſurfaces. | 

They are nominated warts, erereſcences, in- 
durations, ſmall carbuncles, &c., and often ap- 
pear the forerunners of cancerous ulcers in acri- 
monious or cacochymimal habits : they are to be 
diſtinguiſhed from thoſe excreſcences or tumors 


which appear early in life, and continue unto 
death without malignity or any bad effects. 
The tubercles that have a cancerous tendency 
ſeldom appear early in life, but gradually ariſe 
without any previous manifeſt cauſe ; ſometimes 
they are painful, in other inſtances not; but by 
bad management they have rapidly degenerated 
into ' cancerous ulcers, become painful, and

Tt is a matter of diſpute among ſome ſurgeons whether 
- cancerous, tumors ſhould ever be extirpated or not, though it 
is certain none of theſe were ever cured without, and there 
have been many extirpated. 

After having given an account of an operation, he ſays, 
% Some time after amputation, the wound looking ſordid, a 
« ſurgeon ſprinkled the wound with red precipitate, which 
«« put the patient in a high ſalivation z upon which che breaſt 
« grew clean and healed, the patient recovered, and, con- 
4% trary to all expectation, lived many years in good health. 

% From this accident I learnt the uſefulneſs of ſalivating 
« after extirpating cancerous tumors, though nothing is more 
« hurtful before.” 

This practice I know to be very hazardous. 


Turner, in his Surgery, calls it the moſt dreadful of all 
diſeaſes. 
This diſeaſe is the moſt deplorable of all others, and the 
true opprobrium chirurgorum. 

Being once come to break its coverings, the ſkin or other 
membranes inveſting, it ſooner diſpatches the miſerable pa - 
tient, not only by its furious acrimony deyouring and preying 
on the fleſh in ſome places, whilſt it ſpews out feng, like the 
heads of caxliflowuer, in ſoine others, and this with the utmoſt 
outrage to the ſpirits; but alſo from the vaſt gleet and hæmor- 
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rhage when it has eaten through the coats of the veſſels, and 


haviog nearly exhauſled the purple fiream, in the midſt of diſ- 
mal groane, excruciating pains, intolerable ſtench, and putre · 
faction, the miſerable 'credture finds releaſe by death, .

As for local medicaments, or external applications, where 
the cancer is not ulcerated, I have obſerved thoſe people ge» 
nerally fare beſt who meddle with none at all; a ſimple inof- 
fenſive plaſter in other caſes, by conſtipating the pores, here 
only increaſe the heat and promote farther diſturbance. 

A crazy elderly woman, incommoded with a prolapſus uteri, 
under a fit of melancholy, drew down the prolapſed body and
